A TONQUIN EXHIBITION, 

Tho old proverb ‘eatch your hare and 
then cook it” would apply to a proposition 
which is about to recvive the serious con- 
sideration of the authorities in France in- 
terested in Tonquin. This is nothing moro 
or less: than ths holding of an Exhibition 
in Paris for tho display of products from 
Tonquin nnd.tho foreign - manufactured 
goods which are imported into this distant 
country. The auther of the project is M. 
Felix Funre, Under-Secretary of the Marine 
and Colonics. He has written to General 
Millot, Commander-in-chiof of the expod- 
itionary -force in Tonquin, stating that it 
appears necessary toorganise, as Rvon 2a 
possible, in the Palace of Industry, an ox- 
iibition of products of Tonquin. The 
collection of oxhibits should bs divided 
into two parts; first, products of Tonquin ; 
second, foreigu “manufactures which are 
imported into that country. Jn a letter, 
dated 8th February [884, which Adiniral 
Courbeb has written. te the Minister of 
Marine; the principal foreign goods imported 
into Tonquin nrecotton yoods, plaip, red, 
blae, or green; prints: silk velvets ; wool- 
lens, especially English flannel woollen co- 
verlets; coluared silks; shues ; bardware; 
cheap clocks, The principal duty of the 
Commission appointed to consider thy pro- 
jeet will’ be ‘to find,out whatare the yaw 
matetial and food products that Tonquin 
can pend to France. £° Arenivdes Colonies 
et dela Saving suppurts-the proposition in 
the following words. ‘¢ It wus not, then, a 
euphuism, which M. Feery mnde aso of 
whien he said to the Chamber that the petiud 
of fighting in Tonquin was neatly at an end, 
and that ‘the peried of organisation was, 
commoneing, It appears that we have al- 
ready entered on this pacitic work, With- 
out losing a minute, the Honourable M. 
Felix; has taken measures of a character to 
hasten the time when Tonquin will become 
an open market for the metropelis 
An exposition of this character will render

A NEW SHIPPING SPECULATION. 

Under thé above title, Mitchell's Mari 
time Register of the 4th April has the 
following article :— 

Our attention has been called to a Te- 
markable shipping speculation which Mr 
Chamberlain's brothera have just entered 
upon. A. joint stock company called the 
‘Steamship Trust, Limited,’ was regis- 
tered on the 12th ult.,—exactly a week, be 
it observed, after the introduction of the 
Merchant Shipping Bill ine the House of 
Commons, It is not very often, we ima- 
gine. that steamship companies are formed 
in Birmingham, and still’ less frequently 
when the values of steamers are prefound- 
ly depressed. This is not at all the time 
to invest capital in new enterprises unless 
it were expected that something would hap- 
pen te depreciate prices to a point at which 
ships would become. # promising specula- 
tion though they might have to bo laid up 
for a year or two. ‘The intraduction of the 
Merchant Shipping Bill has, undoubtedly, 
done agaod deal in this direction, and it 
wag at a time wheii the provisions of the Bil 
were unknowt to the general public that 
the prospectus of this remarkable Steamship 
Trust (Limited) was issued from the print- 
ingoflice of the Birminghun Caucus. ‘the 
business: of the epmpany is to ‘purchase 
ships (whether steam .or sailing vessels}, 
or shares or interests thervin, and work, 
or join with other perscna in working, the 
game, for the parpose of inaking a profit 


deal with the property of the company ; but 
not ofly may the proceeds of gules be in- 
vesied in other ships, but algo, if thanght 
desirable, ‘in auch other manner as the 
directors may think fit.’ The company may 
carry on the business’ of marine imsurance 
on British or foreign vessels ; it may make, 
draw, ‘accept, endorse, and negotiate 
promissory uotes,- bills of oxchangs, and 
instruments ; and, in short, it may do pretty 
much what it pleases in any field of human 
enterprise. But its sharea are not to be. 
saleable in tha open market, so that 
capitalists. who! cannot pass a qualifying 
examination before Mr. Schnadhorat- will 
have no chance whatever of participating in 
the gvod things of the company, It is 
provided that ‘noshare’shall be transferred 
to a.stranger so long as any member is will- 
ing to purchase the same. at the prescribed 
price ; and perhaps this precaution is wisely 


I taken, for if outsiders were too readily 


admitted, they might object to the 
extraordinary powers conferred on the 
directors. Theso: fortunate’ gentlemen are 
vot to exceed five in number, and the first 
five are named and appointed in the arti- 
eles of association. ‘Fhe slareholders are 
to have no voica in the matter, nor can 
they turn ont directors who behave badly, 
for each of these five autcernis ' ahall hold 
office until hia death or retirement, or 
disquolification, “or removal, ugder the 
provisions of. these urticles.’ - And -they 
aro to be wall paid, of course. In addition 
to. their travelling, aud. other expenses, 
theso directors, who have such little faith 
im the democracy that they are to’be inde- 
pendent of their sharcholdors, are tore- 
ceive, ‘by way of remuancration for their 
services for exch year, 2 suni-equal to.10

A.CRUISH’ IN THE ‘RUBY’ OFF 
WOOSUNG. ; 
By ‘An Apprentice Pstot.’ 

Im the begiuning of lust year the writer 
was initinted in the mysteries of pilotaze on 
the lower Yangtaze, and i the beginning 
of this month ha took his sccund degree. 
The pilot cutter Reby had been laid-up for 
a couple of months. and was supposed to 
hare undergone a thoraugh overhaul, She 
had been painted like» raby, a8 near as j 
Ningpy. vamish could make her; the in- 
terior of the cabin had received a fresh eoat 
of white paint, and looked very tidy, all 
the’ paint work Imwing been doue by the 
lowduh himself, or under his personal super- 
vision. She was ready for.sca im tho Intter i 
end of March, hut the First.of April was 
fixed for her departure to dhe pilotage 
grounds, and an invitation was issued to 
the writer te he on board that morning. 
April Fool's Day was au oininous day fo 
start on h cruise over {he raging main vut- 
nide the Tungsha Lank, and. tho Apprentice. 
Pilot did iwt relish the idea ; ho hud some 
suspicion that sho was not to sailatall, and 
he had'ne desire to be wale an April Fool, 
like the gallant Volunteer, the best drilled 
man in. the ‘eerps, who turned oat that 
mornitt in fail uniform, aud now feels su 
disgnsted that No, | Company will have to 
struggle on without him the noxt timo they 
cumpete for the dtundurd, ‘Why don’t 
you sail on Monday night, instead of 
Tuesday morning, the Ist of April? was 
the question put to one of the pilots who 
was going out in the Kuby. He had an 
objection to stirting on a cruise on a 
Monday, én account of rome old _supersti- 
tion ; he would pilot a ship out of harbour 
on Monday, beewuse he got paid for it ; but 
be would net on any account start on a 
erise ina pilot boat ona Monday. * ‘Phen 
why don’t you postpone the departure till 
Tuesday?” No; he wouldn’t do that 
either ; they had gat to startat the begiu- 
ning of the month, maskee Ficit of April. 
Tho apprentice had forebodings that there 
would be.some bad luck, and the narra- 
tive of the cruise will show how far 
he wag correct; and he is thankful 
that he is alive to tell the tale. The 
Ruby Jay off ‘Pootung Point, and he 
boarded her at seven o'clock in the mor- 
ning, and one pilot was then bossing the 
crew-and getting them to luok lively im 
heaving short. ‘Two other pilots came on 
board to go out * seeking,’ so that the ship’s 
comp:ny consisted of three pilots, the ap- 
prentice, six sailors, the lowdah, and the 
most important man on the ship's articles— 
the cook. ‘he first accident happened be- 
fore we had got underweigh. A consting 
steamer had c.st off from a buoy and was 
backing and filling to turn round, which 
made it somewhat difficult for the ftnby. to 
get off under. sail, and to keep clear of the 
steamer she had to’ come up river and 
change her tack to get round the bows of 
the steamer. ‘The experienced pilot who 
gave the orders manayed it very well, and 
the lowdah translated the ordera into -tle 
Ningpo dialect iu tones that might bave 
been heard on the -bund; but ono of the 
sailors who was just ronsing from the 
lethargy of two mouths’ idleness, was caught 
by the jib-shect af it went from port to 
starboard, and he sat dawn in a hurry on 
the end of tlie square-sail boom which ly 
along the deck on the. port side—a boom 
held in reserve, and which served as ajary- 
nist last year when the mainmast ‘carried 
away. ‘Mary Ann'—for such was the 
suilor'a nate, although if does not appear 
that he-is related ie her whi was so dis- 
tinguished by her education and ability as 
a pianisti—lay on the deck for about a quat- 
tér of au hour, unable or tvo Invy io get up. 
This was the first of tho chapter of accidents. 
| There was a moderate NE. wind, and the 
ran down to Woogung wasa continual chang. 
ing of tack every few minutes, accompanied 
by the herry-scurry and shufiling of feet on 
deck, hauling ropes, flapping vf sails, and 
other vvises, and Louder than al} was the 
voice of the lowdalt. He always spoke as if 
he were in agule of wind; and his lungs were 
us strong ds the leather which patched: bis 
breeches. The noise was heard by two 
pilots and the.apprentice from below, it is 
nlnost uunecessary to remark, as that was 
the best place on a rather cold wmoraing ; 
‘and one pilot navigated “the craft in a skil- 
ful manner till we wero near Woosnng, 
All of a sudden those below heard the 
anchor go down, and the sails were flapping 
about, and the lowdah was yelling in the 
most excited wanner possible, so that we 
naturally sipposed something serious had 
happened, showing that it was a great mis- 
take te start-on a cruise on All Fool's Day. 
Wo rushed on deck, and found that-we had 
nearly run into the French godowns on the 


she'awing clear. A lively discussion was 
carried on -betweon the junkman and the 
lowdah, az long ns they were within hail. 
ing distanco; nnd tho junkmen loworod u 
sumpnn and yolotied aa: hard na over they 
conld te try sind overtake the Ruby, ‘which 
was still under foresail only’; but after wo, 
got clear of all the junks, we sot all sail und 
wont flying out from Wooaung, and the 
junknien in the sampan soon guve up the 
chose. 

Thore was a strong N. E. wirid now, ond 
the Rury bowled along in fine atyle under 
her full steotch of canvas ; but Inter on, the 
wind increasing, we had to proceed under 
reofed mainsnil. Woosung had been passed 
about 10 a.m. and we anchorerl at the North 
Bank ot 3 pm. The wind was then too 
strong to. procecd, there boing no particular 
necessity for going ont further tliat day, 
Wo had breakfast, 5 little after-ten o'clock, 
sn honr Jater than usual on board, as the 
covk hed a lot of work that morning in tak- 
ing over stures from suether pilot boat 
befaro starting, in addition ty the very full 
aupply of a month's or six weeks’ provisions 
which had been senton beard. The Ruby 
was well provisioned, and-there was no fear 
of starvation although ahg stayed out for six 
weeks. Tho cook was the same genius who 
presided over the. galley on the) formor 
cruise ; the wholy crow was the samo, except 
owe member who had been discharged—the 
eat. ‘hero was no mistukieg the Iowdah, 
anyone could reeoznize hit again by his 
roica ; and the cook could bo recognised by 
the excellent management of his depart- 
ment. Everyone hid a splendid appetite 
at breakfast, and although tho: water was 
preity rough there’ was no. soa-sickness. 
There were four borths jn the eabin, and 
the pilots had selected their berths, over- 
hauled their portmanteanx and huge canvas 
baga to see that they had all the necessaries 
likely to he required on the cruise. Every- 
one had a good supply of tobacco, for we 
were all hard amokers, 

Qn anchoring at the North Bank, we 
found tho’ Jyile tugboat nt anchor there, 
waiting till the weather moderated a little 
hefere she proceeded further on her trip to 
Pescadore Islands, tu render assistance in 
floating the és. Fuyew, which has. since 
arrived in harbour, The pilot schooner 
Farnhamcume in that aftemjpoon, and an- 
chored near the ituhy. She had been ant 
to sea fur a long time, A beat from the 
Farida cane alongside the Raby, and on. 
being asked what uy wanted, the reply 
given was a. curivus monosyllabic example 
of ' English as she is apoko’-by the Chinese 
snilor,- A man in the baw of the #urahan’s 
buat ‘shouted ‘Lice!’ which of. course 
meant ‘ Rice,’ and indicated that ‘the craw 
of the schupner were short of provisions. 
A supply of rive having been yiven to 
them, the buat returned in a few minutes ; 
but her stay was just long cnough to allow 
a short note to be rent.to one of the pilots 
on the Farnham, conveying to him the 
welcome intelligenco that he had won the 
first prize in the Manila lottery; but he 
was too old te be caught on the First of 
April with a hoax of thst kind. ‘The Fudte 
left at one o'clock of the Wednesday mor- 


ining, and the Furnkam and Ruby got wn- 


derweigh abont six, and proceeded out, the 
former to crnise olf the North Saddie Is- 
land, and the Jattor to keep on the station 
outside the ‘Pungsha Lightship and Nurth 
of Gutaluif, There were” three pilots on 
the Furaham, and their tui camo before 
the three on the. Ruby ;. unless a ship hap- 
pened to pass the Laruhim at night with- 
out being soon, and she could not pass. the 
Ruby on her atution olf the entrance to the 
channel, outside the Lightship, ‘There are 
twelve Yangtsze Pilots in company in this 
business; the pilot schooners and cutters are 
owned in partnerships apart from tho com- 
pany partnerahip, but the earnings of the 
twelve pilots yo into the company’s account, 
and each man gets his share; the pilota 
who ace owners of the boats get their allow- 
anco for the use of the boats, in addition. 
These twelve pilots work to each other's 
hand, and observe their tarn as far as pos- 
sibls, ‘Lhe three pilots on the Reby and 
the three on the Furnkam were all in’ the 
company concern, ‘There was another pilot. 
buat, the Bovite, outside, owned by a pilot 
who Syhts for his own hand, and the Fari- 
fam would go oytside as-far as the Bonita, 
and the two would dodge about watching 
each other on the lookout for the first ship 
that came in which required a pilot... The 
English and French mails, the Glen and 


in by pilots retained by the companies on 
monthly salarica; the coasting steamers da 
nut tuke pilots; as their captains and officers 
must be we} acquainted with tho river; the 
evastiny. wind-jaumiers don’t take pilots if 
they.can help it, they prefer to beat up as 
far as they can and then hire a tugbont to 
bring them over Wouosnng bar and up tn 
Shanghai. Tie merchant véssels which the 
Yangtsze pilots have to depond on, ure 
steamers outside the regular lines, nailing 
ships,from home or foreign ports, and men- 
of-war (English oxcepted, for-it's very sel- 
dom they take a pilot}.

Riby, fortunately with Hardly any way on 
her, collided with a jusk at anchors the 
shock of. the collision was very ativht, and 
the only possible damage dune was by tho 
boom citching hold ‘of the bamboos on the 
foresail of thy jank;- The captain of tho 
junk gave’ the order. to the craw of the 
Ridy to let go the anclior, end the lowdalr’ 
usked 3f ho should’ dé 20? Of course not. 
Ono of the junkmen ‘rushed forward with 
an-atein hand and was evidently guing to

dull monotony was relieved by the lowdah 
reporting a sulin sight.
